27 AUTOMOBILES STOLEN 
OUTGROWTH OF CAMPAIGN 


All But Two Recovered and Eight 
Cars Abandoned Here were Found 
and Restored to Owners 


The Rushville police department 
during the year just passed, entered 
326 complaints on their register at 
the police station, according to the 
annual report compiled by 
Police 
Chief John Kennedy. 
These complaints include reports 
of wrecks/* robberies, arrests, and 
miscellaneous investigations. In all 
there were 77 arrests made by the 
department during |he year, and this 
number is included in 
the 
com­ 
plaints entered by the desk 
ser­ 
geant. 
The report shows that during the 
year there were 24 arrests for 
in­ 
toxication, and likewise, 24 convic­ 
tions. There were 17 arrests on oth­ 
er liquor charges, and of this num­ 
ber 16 were convictions. 
There were 27 automobiles stolen 
from the city of Rushville 
during 
the year, the report shows, and 
in 
all but two cases the machines were 
afterwards recovered. In addition to 
the 27 stolen cars, the police also 
found eight cars that had been stol­ 
en in other cities, and 
abandoned 
here. 
There were 41 cases.of theft 
of 
tires reported to the police. Of this 
number only four of the tires were 
recovered. In connection with stolen 
machines, there were four 
convic­ 
tions, and five juveniles were caught 
but were permitted to go. 
There were also 35 reports 
of 
robberies and other stolen goods. 
The police recovered the goods 
in 
16 of the reported cases. The report 
for 1926 also shows that there were 
36 miscellaneous arrests, and also 
36 convictions. The police made 
99 
investigations where no arrests were 
made, being called to settle 
family 
disputes, and other such 
matters 
where no arrests were 
warranted. 
The officers also had reports on 47 
automobile wrecks, which 
included 
investigation and reports placed on 
file. 
The police also have charge over 
the burying of dead animals, 
and 
during the year the dog population 
was lessened by 83, and

The fire loss in the city of Rush- 
ville during the year 1926, dropped 
two-thirds over the previous year, in 
a very encouraging report for the 
year submitted today by William TI. 
Moffitt, secretary of the fire depart­ 
ment, and in which it shows a per 
capita fire loss of $2.39 for the year. 
In 1925 the per capita loss was 
$6.60, as figured on a population of 
6,000. 
The total loss last year by 
fire was $14,391 within the city, and 
in 1925 it was $39,568. 
The fire department answered 95 
calls during the year accQrding to 
the report. 
The year previous the 
number of cal^s was 98. 
The fire

326 Complaints, Including Reports 


of all Classes 


27 AUTOMOBILE* STOLEN 


All But Two Recovered and Eight 
Cars Abandoned Here were Found 


and Restored to Owners 


The Rushville police department 


during the year just passed, entered 
326 complaints on their register at 
he police station, according to the 
annual report compiled by Police 
Chief John Kennedy. 


These complaints include reports 


if .wrecks',", robberies, arrests, and 
niseellaneous investigations. In all 
here were 7" arrests made by the 
department during |he year, and this 
number is included in the 
com- 


jlaints entered by the desk 
ser-' 


geant. 
. 


The report shows that during the 


-ear there were -84 arrests for 
in- 


oxication, and likewise, 24 convic- 
ions. There were 17 arrests on oth- 
er liquor charges, and of this num. 
>er 10 were convictions. 


There were 27 automobiles stolen 


from the city of Rushville 
during 


the year, the report shows, and in 
all but two cases the machines were 
afterwards recovered. In addition to 
:he 27 stolen cars, the police also 
'ound eight cars that had been stol- 
en in other cities, and 
abandoned 


icre. 


There were 41 cases, of .theft of 


tires reported to the police. Of this 
number .only four of the tires were 
recovered. In connection with stolen 
nachines, there were four 
oonvic- 


ions, and five juveniles were caught 
but were permitted to go. 


There were also 35 reports 
of 


robberies and other stolen g»ods. 
The police recovered the goods in 
16 of tbe reported cases. The report 
for 1926 also shows that there were 
36 miscellaneous arrests, and also 
36 convictions. The police made 99 
investigations where no arrests were 
made, being called to settle family 
disputes, and "other such

Only Three Fires in Which Loss Ex- 


ceeded $1,000 — 95 Calls 


Answered During Year 


The fire loss in the city of •Rush- 


ville during the year 1926, dropped 
two-thirds over the previdus year, in 
a verv .encouraging report for the 
year submitted today by William H. 
Moffitt, secretary of the fire^depart- 
.ment, and in which it shows a per 
capita flre loss of $2.39 for the year. 


In 1925 the per capita loss was 


$6.60, as figured on a population of 
6,000. The total loss last year by 
fire was $14,391 within the city, and 
in 1925 it was $39,568. 


The fire department answered 95 


calls during .the,Tear accqrding to 
the report: 
The year previous the 


number of calls was 98. 
The fire 


loss in 1926 for the most part hap- 
pened in the first six months, whfn a 
total of $11.761 in loss was reported, 
and the balance of $2,630 was eon- 
fined to the last six months of the 
year. 


Weather conditions throushout the 


vcnr were favorable in keeping the 
flre loss down. It will be recalled 
that the spring months an?1 =ummer 
were unnsuSljjF rainy, and the month 
of December, '&hich usually takes a 
heavy toll, the danger was lessened 
with rain and snowfall. 


There were three outstanding fires 


in the year which resulted in losses 
in excess to' the $1,000 mark. On 
January 22, the Boston Store had 
a fire, and the loss was $7,500 for 
the largest single loss in the year. 


The next loss of any size came 


February 21, when the residence of 
Fred Gardner, Eleventh and Morgan 
streets, was damaged to the total 
of $2,750. 
The third largest loss 


resulted October 22, when a garage 
and three machines were burned al 
Ninth and George streets rft a tota 
loss of $1,750. 


Jn all cases the losses are correct 


with the amounts .being represented 
by the insurance adjustments.

A community worth while,- he said, 


is one in which the people

An ad- 
vertising expert of one of the large 
mail order 'houses, in a recent con- 
vention, remarked that the mail 'or- 
der houses scan carefully the rural 
newspapers, and where the home 
town merchant fails to 
advertise, 


that is where they send the bulk of 
tehir catalogues, and obtain more 
business from such localities where 
the local merchants are not taking 
advantage of the advertising mes- 
sages.

The second golden window that 


the Rev. Mr. Welsh pointed out in 
Rush county is the one of the spirit 
of helping the fellow at home, by 
the use of show windows. In this 
connection he not only emphasized 
the value from show windows by 
merchants, but 
pointed out that 


communities also have show win- 
dows, such as well kept appearanc- 
es, and well attended farms. 


The thltrdi golden window 
was 


pointed out as being the one that 
applied to good roads in a commun- 
ity. Good roads, the speaker showed 
made good business, provided .the 
means for better 
schools 
and 


hurches, and above all showed that 
;he spirit 
of co-operation 
was 


working in the community as such 
things can be accomplished only by 
co-operation of baseness men and 
'armers. 


The window that stands out above 


all other 
golden 
windows, 
the 


speaker said in closing, was the one 
of co-operation, in which a com- 
munity can be made or ruined. Co- 
operation in business, between bus- 
inessmen and rural business men, is 
necessary as well as co-operation 
of community spirit in all updertak- 
ings, and for this, reason, a com- 
munity either exists as a unit, or 
as conflicting elements.
